SUBJECT OF REPORT T0
PRISON ASSOCITION

Oakland, Col:, Oct. 13.—Delin-
quent, girls are products of heredity
and environment and n majority of
them can be reclainted for society ac-
cording to a report which Kenosha
Sesslons, president of the women's
nusoclation of {2 Awerican Prison
assoclation, made todny to the convon-
tion or tlm parent hody in this city.
President Sessions, who s sunerin-
tendent of the. Indiana Girles' nchools
at Indlanapolls, sald in part:

“Wir very few ecxceptions we find
the Zelinquent girl comes of, either
morhkedly vie.ioua and immoral pn-
vents, or ol gederations of improvi-
dent, unpurposefnl neople, who feel
that they have dane well when they
have kept the wolf from the door and

took Gainer's’ grounder, touched sec-jhawe kep: out of the hands of the

police; people who fecel that the sacred
dutiga-of fatherhood and metherhood
have been fully met when they have
provided: fooil 'and ralment for tielr
children durlm; the first twelve or
fourteen years q thelr lives. The
fathers are.ofteh) fiunken und gross-,
ly immoral; m=ny times the mothers -
aro equally bad, .
